Succours been able to fave Barcelona, and 

confequently not the Kingdom of Spain. 
But when I confider, that the French 

had taken right Meafures, and calculated 


— both the Time, as well as the Number of 


Troops for that Siege;,and that nothing bu 
the immediate Hand of invifible Providence 
fav’d it, by ftopping Monfieur 7holouse and 
the French Fleet by Storms and contrary 
Winds, fo that the Stores and Cannon 
could not be brought up, I can no more 
lay the Fault upon want of Condué. 

But afrer all, I can find no Room to 
blame their Politicks in’ pufhing that 
Siege now 3; and fhall crave Jeave to fay, 
I think it isthe beft, if not the only Card 
they have to play’ if the Probabilities of Suc- 
cefs wilt but anfwer it to their Difcretion. 

As tomy Reafons for it, they are left te 
every Body’s Cenfure, and are as follow. 
1. If a Detachment fhould have been inade 
for Spain, the Time of Aétion is over there 
for three Months at leaft, almoft four and 
ifever he fhall take Turém, ittha ‘east 
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that-time, and have Time to a& in Spain 
afterwards. 

2. If on the News of the Defeat at Barce- 
Jona, the French had made a Detachment 
from Italy for Spain—The utmoft Expedi- 
tion could not have prevented, what has 
already happen’d there 5 and to retrieving 
it, if that be poffible, they will be better 
able to dothat after the taking Turm, than 
befere. 

3» Asto diminifhing their Troops in the 
Siege; They would have loft as many Men 
in hard Marches, by the Violence of the 
Heat at this timeofthe Year, as they can 
reafonably be thought to do in the Siege of 
Turin.
